Guy A. Stockdale Advises 


If Pruning Done Later 


Damage Results. 


•Now is the time to prune grape 


vines. Guy A. Stockdale, assistant to 
the University of Arkansas Fruit and 
Truck Branch Experiment Station, 
advises that when pruning is done 
much later "bleeding" results. Al- 
though grapes can withstand con- 
siderable "bleeding," the loss of sap 
involved necessarily reduces vitality. 


Grape pruning is not as complicat- 


ed as is often thought. The 
best 


system to follow is to allow one good 
cane to form a permanent trunk 
reaching to ,the top wire of the trel- 
lis is preferred. Two arms, one ex- 
tending in each direction from the 
trunk, should be left at each wire. I

The House 
also operates on an "ins" and "outs" 
basis. But although the Democrats 
in the Senate oppose the admin1 
istration as a matter o£ policy and 
play the "outs" variety of politics 
as often as they "can, the whole 
upper house is divided, sub-divided 
and cross-divided by a jumble of 
geographical, economic and politi- 
cal lines. 


So much has been said about the
